A BOND SCA2iDA.L. 


There were two syndicates bidding 


lor the $1UO,000,000 bonds which the 
Government^ decided to issue to sap- 
ply gold to maintain the single stand- 
ard. 
One of these syndicates was en- 


gineered by J. Pierpoat Morgan, the 
agent in the United States for European 
gold brokers, and the other was man- 
aged by John A. Stewart ot the United 
States Trust Comp-niy o£ New York. 
The Morgan syndicate bid for the 
whole issue and the Stewart syndicate 
bid 
for 
$76,000,000. 
iloiyau ulone 


knew the price at which he wanted the 
bonds, while there were about 175 
persons in the Stewart syndicate who 
knew the price which Stewart offered. 
The Stewart bid was handed in first to 
the Treasury Department and the 
Morgan bid later and only fifteen min- 
utes before the bids closed. The Stew- 
art bid was 110.075, and the Morgan bid 
110.6877. The Morgan bid shows that 
the price originally put down was 110. 
These figures were written in gray ink 
and subsequently "6877" were inseited 
in black ink. It was supposed that the 
Treasury officials opened the Stewart 
bid and told Morgan what the figures 
were. Senator Hill introduced a reso- 
lution directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to send u> the Senite a de- 
tailed statement of the bids. Subse- 
quent developments, however, seem to 
confirm the belief that some member 
of the Stewart syndicate told Morgan 
or his friends what their bid u a?, as 
the Treasury officials say it was im- 
possible for him to get the information 
from the department as both bids were 
in a room, tightly sealed, some time be- 
fore they were opened. 


It seems that those gold syndicated 


rely on sharp tactics to gain a point 
and while all work in unison against 
silver, they take advatago of each other 
in getting bonds. Stewart, while he 
does not get the bonds, consoles him- 
self with the knowledge that his bid 
caused Morgan to pay several millions 
more to the Government than he in- 
tended. 


The opinion prevails that much of 


the gold required for the purchase of 
the bonds will be drawn from the 
Treasury, and that when the bonds .ire 
issued and paid for there will not be 
much, if any, orer $100,000,000 in the 
reserve 
fund. 
Under 
our present 


financial system and the determination 
to maintain the single gold standard 
the Treasury is at the mercy of tbe gold 
syndicate and it can keep plunging the 
Nation deeper and deeper in debt by 
drawing gold out of the Treasury with 
one hand and paying ifc into the Treas- 
ury with the other for interest-bearing 
bonds on which it makes a profit of 
from five to ten per cent the minute 
the bonds are issued. But this is gold 
bugism, sustained by u Democratic Ad- 
ministration and a Republican Con- 
gress, and those who protest against it 
are denounced as anarchists and com- 
munists. ^^^^^^^^^^.^ 


THE CAKSON MINT. 


The sab-Committee of the House 


Committee on Appropriations has now 
under consideration the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bills. 
It is giving attention to the appropria- 
tions for the maintenance and opera- 
tion of the various mints, and a dis- 
position is being shown to reduce ex- 
penses in this department of the Gov- 
ernment In this connection a recom- 
mendation has been made that the 
Carson mint be abolished and turned 
into an assay office. As the Carson mint 
19 now conducted it is nothing more 
than an assay office. 
It 
is fully 


equipped forcoinage.yet though orders 
have been issued for the other mints to 
coin silver dollars the machinery in 
the Carson mint rusts in idleness. 


While the National Government has 


not been kindly disposed toward the 
Carson mint it has been kept coining 
at intervals, mainly through the in- 
fluence of the Nevada delegation in 
Congress, for years. Sherman, when 
Secretary of the Treasury, suspended 
coinage at the Carson mint for a while. 
Under Cleveland's two administrations 
the dies at the Carson mint have becb 
hang np and it merely assays bullion. 


Unfortunately very little can be said 


against the proposition to dismantle 
tbe Carson mint, facts show that it 
was conducted dishonestly for years 
Those in charge in the good old days 
when "damn a rebel" covered a 
multitude of sins not only plundered 
the Government but depositors as well, 
and it was high treason to even inti- 
mate that they were guilty of any 
offense. 
Heney, 
who occupied a 


suoofdinate position in the institution, 
is now wearing atripes for stealing 
bullion, but it is extremely doubtful if 
others occupying higher positions than 
he and whose share o[ the plunder was 
presumably greater than his, will be 
sent to keep him company. While it is 
likely that the mint m future, 
if 


coinage should be resumed, would be 
conducted honestly, if the old gang was 
sot again permitted to manage it, it 
seems probable that it will be dis- 
mantled on the score of economy. 


Mining Industry says: Greenbacks, 


treasury notes and silver coins are 
plenty good enough for use in develop- 
ing tbe resources of the country in 
which lies our wealth. It is madness to 
destroy and discredit these and borrow 
gold from England, which we can only 
repay by shipping her our products at

Slim Attendance of Members—debating 


The Silver Bill. 


WASHINGTON, February 8. — There 


were exactly sixteen members on the 
floor and nineteen spectators in the 
galleries when the House opened this 
morning. The legislative body of yes- 
terday still continued, as the House 
had been in recess over night. Corliss 
and Boatner spoke in favor of non-con- 
currence and Milnor and Bartlett in 
favor of concurrence in the Senate sil- 
ver substitute for the bond bill. While 
Bartlett was speaking, Boatner by ref- 
erence to the defeat of "Silver Dollar" 
Bland, General Hatch and other silver 
leaders, drew forth an indignant pro- 
test against the treacherous manner in 
which the gold Democrats had stabbed 
in tbe back the Democratic candidates 
who differed from them. "Witness," 
said he contemptuosly,"the scene daily 
being enacted in Kentucky. When did 
it become the Democratic doctrine to 
defeat Democratic candidates ?"

Eqalne Passions That Became Fiendish 


When Polly Aronscd — Riderless Cavalry j 
Steeds That Showed the Beanlts of Their 
Military Training. 
Jnst at sundown, and while we were j 


at supper, <i drove of wild horses num- 
bering 88 suddenly emerged 
from 


Thatcher's pass and deployed on the lev- 
el ground of the valley. 
They had 


made use of the pass to cross from Cli- 
max valley, where grass and water 
might have failed them or horse hunt- 
ers had appeared to give them a fright. 
They emerged from the pass iu single 
Die, led by a spotted stallion whose 
wane readied almost to his knees and 
whose tail touched the ground when he 
was at resL He wasn't as handsome as 
••:(>::-.:• of I he drove loaders to be mfit 
with in tho days o£ the wild horse, bnt 
ho was yet a king among horses. 
Oi 


the rruiainder of the herd about 3C 
wao i'me animals. 
The others would 


hardly bo worth the catching. Three or 
four were recoguized-as cnvaliy horses 
sibaudoued on the march, and twice 
that number had collar markfi to prove 
that 1 hey had stampeded from some im- 
iiiigraut train. 


When clear of the pass, they formed in 


line and advanced upon \is to within a 
quarter of a mile. We had 75 horses at 
the lariat pins, and for half au hour we 
had all we could do to prevent a stam- 
pede. 
The wild horses wore finally 


driven down the valley by two mounted 
nion, hut they did not seem to have 
ainch fear of us. 
On the contrary, the 


loader of the drove exhibited such tern 
per that the men feared they would 
iiavo to shoot him 
It was an hour bo- 


fore our cavalry horses calmed down in 
tho slightest. Every animal seemed en- 
raged nt the sight of the free herd, and 
the captuiu's Kentucky stallion acted as 
if poa-essed by n fiend. He had been 
doubly fastened at tho beginning of the 
'excitonirut, and later on this proved a 
forturiaio tiling. He made the most tre- 
mendous efforts to get free, and when 
tit length ho realized tho futility of fur- 
ther efforts in that direction ho utturctl 
shrill screams of rage and lashed out 
with his heels till no oue dared approach 
him. 
A}1 night long he stood on his feet 


pawing and snorting, and tho camp sen- 
tinols reported the wild horses as hang- 
ing about within hnlf a mile of us. 


Daylight bad come, and tho sentinels 


of rhe night were coming into camp, 
when the wild horses rushed into viev> 
n mile below us. 
On the instant we 


discovered them, and while four-fifths 
of the me.'i were yet under their blank- 
ets the f.uptain's horse, uttered a scream 
which rnast have boon taken as a big 
ual. 
He reared np, shook his head like 


a!) uu'.'.ry lion uud frcfifl himself of his 
halter. In the wane instant every other 
horeo iu the command secured his lib- 
erty. 
Some pulled up the pins, soma 


worked their heads clear of the straps, 
and away went the whole drove down' 
the valley. 
It was not a stampede, as 


wo naturally feared. Even had our ani- 
mals desired to join tho ranks of the 
free they svonld have been rebuffed. 
Our horses were bandied, and in a sol- 
id banch they drove right through the 
lines of tho wild horses uud left four of 
them lying crippled ou the grass as they 
nu&sed. 
Tiio prairie drove retreated up 


the valley half a, mile and then wheel- 
ed about in a single line. 
When our 


drove halted aud turned, there was a 
distance of three-quarters of a mile be- 
tween the combatants. We were ordered 
to fall in, with n view of advancing up- 
on the wild horses and driving them off, 
but before wo had gotten into line it 
was too late. 


The sight was a wonderful one. The 


two leaders advanced as if they meant 
to decide the issue by a fight between 
them, but when within 40 yards of each 
other 
they wheeled and returned to 


their respective lines. 
Then we wit- 


nessed something which only a cavalry- 
man will credit. Our horses fell into a 
double line and dressed to the right as 
perfectly as if a trooper had occupied 
each saddle, and while wo looked the 
lines suddenly moved forward on a 
charge. 
When they swept past us, the 


alignment was absolutely perfect, with 
tho captain's horse on the right and 
leading by about 20 feet. 
The lino of 


wild horses bsnt and wavered, but did 
not break until struck. It was like strik- 
ing a drumhead with a sledge hammer. 
I believe that fully 40 horses went 
down under the shock, but ;ill except 
four were speedily on their fuot again. 
From this ou it was a melee, the whole 
drove circling around, and each horse 
biting and kicking and displaying such 
ferocity as to astonish us. 
The mob 


fought past us down the valley and 
back, and right in front of the camp the 
climax came. The battle had been rag- 
ing half an hour, when the spotted stal- 
lion hobbled out of it on three legs and 
bleeding from half a dozen wounds, 
and that seemed to take tho pluck ont 
of his followeis. 
Somo ran up the val- 


ley and some down, but of the 88 only 
57 got away. 
When the hottest of it- 


was over, we dashed in and secured n 
horse here and there, and in this man • 
ner we finally got hold of the last ono, 
which was the captain's. 


Of the 75 only 5 had escaped scot 


free. 
Every one of the others had been 


bitten and kicked, and 12 of them were 
BO crippled as to be worthless. 
In al- 


most every instance our horses had kick- 
ed off both hind shoes, and in some 
cases the front ones were gone as well. 
There were 7 dead and 80 crippled 
horses on that battlefield when hostili- 
ties ceased, and of tho 57 wild horses 
Which made their escape many were 
limping badly. 
Before breaking camp 


ive turned to and put au end to tho suf- 
ferings of the cripples, and wo were 
pot yet in the saddle when a hundred 
buzzards and a dozeu wolves were fe:ii;t - 
Ing on the bodies. — Detroit Free Prr-ss.
